2. .Honor and Merit Awardsp-QuaHty and Content of Submissions -- Mr. Coffey 

a. The Director, at the Morning- Meeting of 17 August 1972, discussed the 
inadequacy of background material, provided senior officers reading award presenta- 
tions. He said that it appeared to him that, relatively junior officers who have no 
direct contact with the award recipients are being given the responsibility of 
researching files, and their superiors merely pass along this information without 
comment. Mr. Coffey requested that each Office Head be responsible for personally 
reviewing this type of information. 

b. Mr. Coffey stated that we must be especially helpful to General Walters, 
who does not know many of the people. Byway of example, Mr. Coffey cited the 
following quotation as indicative of the anecdotal generality with which the Director 
is dissatisfied — "This individual is expected in retirement to do well with his 
investments . "
